BRITISH WOOL TRADE 
WATCHING MARKETS 


EXPECTED TO BE 
ACTIVE IN OPERATIONS 
OPENING TOMORROW 
(RY CARLD—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH} 
LONDON, April 22.-—-Wool in- 


terests are eagerly awaiting this 
week's sales, when 187.000 bales 
are to be offered. They express 
confidence that the opening on 
Tuesday will show 6&6 or 10 per cent 
increase in valves and that Amer- 
ican operations will be among the 
fine-grade stocks. This is inferred 
from the extent of inquiries that 
were noticeable features of the 
last fortnight at advances. Much 
of thie business was for American 
account. 

Wool taken by America com- 
prised merino and fine crossbreds. 
Continental users also obtained 
merino wools as well as coarser 
crossbreds and continuance of this 
demand is expected. British buy- 
ing will be moderate. 

South African wools also have 
gone into consumption readily, in 
many instances at 2 pence a pound 
above previous auction rates. Wool 
was again above tops, yarns and 
cloths, which was handicapped by 
Continental competition, e Ruhr 
situation, dearness of wool and 
aversion of users to pay enhanced 
prices. 

Whether these conditions will 
hold is exercising the minds of 
trades here, who are faced on the 
one hand with persistent American 
buying, which ie forcing prices up, 
and reports of a coming shortage 
in wool, and, on the other by poor 
trade and belief there are liberal 
stocks of wool at home, notwith- 
standing the large quantity taken 
off the market in recent montha. 

There are large quantities of 
topes and cloths about, and the hope 
is expressed that wool won't get 
out of hand uwntil this stuff has 
been liquidated, or conditions in 
| Buropean finance become more 
'@ettied and normal purchasing 
power asserts itself.
